which it did, and just as they reached 
Bellefontaine, the robbc rs loft the train 
and disappeared in the darkness with the 
booty. 


Puldoned on Cc ndition.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The New York 


Central officials have decided that no more 
Knights of Labor shall be employed on 
the road nnd Thursday Vice President 
Webb issuer! a circular directing the 
heads of the various departments to make 
their decision knowu. The circular is ad- 
dressed to the general manager, general 
superintendent, chief engineer and super- 
intendent of motive power and rolling 
stock, and says: "The recent strike and 
acts of lawli'S-mesi committed iu connec- 
tion th(.rm\ith, the published correspond- 
ence between the leaders of the organiza- 
tion that ordered it, anil the fact that 
many men now seeking re employment 
state that they quit work from fear of 
personal violence, and did not dare to of- 
fer tT resiiinc work for the same reason, 
compel the management of the company 
to announce that, it objects to its employes 
being members of the organization known 
as 'the Knights of Labor.' 


It Menus What It Buys.

ticn is inconsistent with faithful and ef- 
ficient bervjce to the company and liable 
at any time to prevent it from properly 
discharging its duties to the public. You 
will at once take such action as will 
bring this circular to the attention of thb 
employes in your respective departments."

LIFTED THE BOYCOTT. 


New York Dealers C an Use Any Kind ol 


Brick T!ic> riea»«. 


NEW YOUK, Oct. 2.—The bourd of walk- 


ing delegates declared the brick boycott 
oft Wednesday afternoon. They lost the 
fight, but contend that they were not de- 
feated. Dealers and builders may now 
use any kind of bricks they like, and the 
200 bargoloads which the manufacturer? 
claim to have somewhere up the river may 
come down in triumph, and the new 
buildings may go up 
The action of the 


walking delegates was a surprise. Two 
dealers in building material met the 
board and told them that contract and 
"sucker" bricks were getting scarce, and 
that sooner or latter they would have to 
*>ell boycotted bricks, which were the only 
kind ot which there was an unlimited 
supply. Other dealers would have to do 
the same, and the result would be innum- 
erable strike*, which would only make 
matters worse. This argument convinced 
the board and the boycott was lifted. 


Aid to llieir Striking Brethren. 


NEW YOUK, Oct. 2.—Representatives of 


2,500 striking cigar makers in Biugham- 
ton, N. Y., are iu this city soliciting finan- 
cial aid for the striking starving men and 
women in their native towns. The cigar 
makeis' unions of ISrooklyn are each con- 
tributing $1 a mouth, and the New York 
cigar makers have already sent £.3,000, and 
are sending each §>l a month.

When sentence was pronounce*! againtt 
him condemning him to life Imprison- 
ment Soquet swore that he would not be 
kept behind the walla and bars, bnt 
would return and take a life (or every 
day spent in the penitentiary. When the 
news of Soquet's escape reached the farm' 
ers in the locality where the murderer 
lived tbe scene waa amusing. 


Indignant Citizen*.

threat that should he ever get at liberty 
his effort would be to return and kill 
them. Nothing has been seen or heard 
of tbe man so far, and owing to the small 
reward offered for his recapture officers 
here are taking no steps toward ascer- 
taining whether or not be la in this Mo- 
tion. Citizens and residents throughout 
the county are highly indignant over the 
manner in which such a fiend was allowed 
to make his flight.

£1,500,000.

Triad to Bnloide with an Ax. 


BBISTOL, Tenn., Oct. a.—Capt W. D. 


Haynes, president of the Bristol, Ellza- 
bethton and North Carolina railroad, at- 
tempted suicide in this city Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. He u->ed an ax, and inflicted sev- 
eral wounds, bnt will probably recover. 
Ill health is thought to be the cause of the 
attempt on his life.

Tlicy further 
stated that interest, in Uio murder was, 
dying out nnd after the present term of 
court nothing more would be beard ol it. 


Arrest of Ituimon.

and thrown into tho Missouri uvur the 
28th of last March. Alter the murder 
was discovered John Mt-ttiuami, the hus- 
band, and Mrs. Bant Kalian, the daughter 
of the murdered woman, were arrested, 
charged with the crime 
Tho old man 


was shortly after released on .>2,000 bund, 
but tho daughter was only liberated 
from juil three weeks ago. Shortly after 
she was imprisoned she bcgnti to talk 
very qi-eorly about Charles Alfred lien- 
son, an old paramour of hers and pro 
tended friend of the Mettmann family. 
Benson was working in Kansas City at 
the time, and when he heard of her tally. 
ho left town, but not before ho had 
written some letters that implicated him 
self and Mrs. Rantzahan with tlio crime 
of murdering Mrs. Mettnianu. 


Bitter Feeling Against BeiiHuu. 


One of the rings in tho package being 


sent to Benson had the initials "(j. U." on 
it. Mrs. Rantzahau's attention was cull- 
ed to that Wednesday evening, when she 
said it was her ring and that Beiibon was 
the man arrested.

A SENATORIAL

Some days ago we heard a strange how 


about the scarcity of money in Wall street 
It came up in an attempt to justify Win 
dom's wasteful expenditure of funds in th 
U. S. treasury in the purchase of Wai 
street bonds at a hlgb premium. At tha 
time it was said that money was scarce in 
the street because importers had sent such 
large snias to Europe with which to 
chase goods. The Globe-Democrat now 
tells another story about where a lot o 
money went at that time. 


It seems that the fellows who have capi 


tal saw a good chance to do some sure spec 
ulatlng a few weeks ago. As soon as it be- 
came apparent that the silver bill would go 
through, there was also born a certainty 
that the silver product might be operatec 
upon to the financial advantage of the spec 
nlator with ready cash. If there was one 
thing certain in the world, it was that the 
price of silver would rise when the republi 
can bill became a law. That bill did be- 
came a law, and we all know the sudden 
and sharp advance there was in the quota- 
tions of silver. 


Now comes the Globe-Democrat and as- 


serts that previous to the passage of the 
bill, pools were formed anwng New York 
and Washington capitalists to corner silver 
The various 
pools bought quantities 01 


silver aggregating 50,000,000 or 60,000,000 
ounces. This was something out of the 
usual line of business, and so changed the 
caorse ot the millions of dollars that were 
required to p»y for the product 


The G-D farther states that one-of tbe 


largest pools was formed in the U. S. Sen- 
ate. It states that at least seven Senators 
ware ID the pool, and that it bought up 
0,000,000 ounces. The profit on this pur- 
chase was over 81,000,000. This sum of 
money was divided among the men who 
saw a scheme by which they might make 
money, and then went to work to legislate 
ID behalf of that scheme. The G-D does 
not furnish tbe names of tbe Senators who 
went into this pool, neither does it mention 
their poll tics. In the absence of this evi- 
dence that would be Interesting, we may 
form a few conclusions tf our own. First, 
the G-D speaks as U it had the names. We 
can imagine no reason why they should be 
withheld, except that their publication 
wonfl injure the republican party, in the 
next place, we may conclude that the men

And all this may throw some light on one 


of Senator IngalTs performances In connec- 
tion with the silver bill.. It will be remem- 
bered that be voted In tbe Senate in favor 
of feee coinage. The same Idea was very 
popular in tbe Honfte. But word came 
frmtbe White HOUM that a free coinage 
WJ would be v«totd- Than It became vmy 


necessary, for tbe success of the Sanatoria 
pool, to have the House defeat free coin 
age, In whi.h case a limited coinage bli 
might be ftassed.

We once had sue 
a bill in Illinois, but it was not vetoed, an 
so it is now a law. Such a law only gives 
monopoly of certain kinds of gambling priv 
ileges. It is only fair to say that if on 
man may sell pools, the same right shoul 
be extended to all. For tbe law to say tha 
pools may be sold within a race track In 
closure, but that it shall be a crime to d 
the sami thing just outside the fence, is s 
manifestly unfair that the law is held i 
contempt, and the fellow who breaks It be- 
comes something of a passing hero. Pres 
dent Harrison may not know a great dea 
about pool selling and book making, but h 
ooes know that it should be everybody' 
privilege If it is one man's. The Presiden 
is right, and we hope the next ticket h 
buys on a race may be a ten to one winner.

It Was Amputated Yeiterdny Under Uitd 


Condition*—Rmult of II Wound. 


William F. Elder is a member of the G. 


A. K., and belonged to company E., of tbe 
One 
Hundred and Sixteenth regiment. 


His home is three miles south of Harris- 
town. During one of the battles in which 
that regiment engaged, he was shot in the 
right arm, a large musket ball passing di- 
rectly through the elbow. Sine the war he 
has been drawing a pension of $24 a month, 
being of the earliest on the pension list. 
Sometime since an abscess formed inside of 
the bone of the arm, and it was opened by 
Dr. K. L. Walston.and a considerable quan- 
tity of puss extracted from it. The bone 
has gradually been dying though the mus- 
cles, nerves and arteries were all right. A 
few years ago the upper part of the bone 
was entirely cut out, and there was conse- 
quently no 
connection except by the 


3b, between the shoulder and the rest of 


the arm. 


Wednesday Mr. KIdvr felt so well that 


he came to Decatur, spent the day with his 
old comrades of the One Hundred and 
Sixteenth, at their reunion, and enjoyed 
himself well, returning in the evening to 
his home. That night after going to bed 
and to sleep, in some way he rolled over 
onto his arm. The result was that it 
crushed under his weight and the bone wan 
broken off. The accident caused him in- 
tense pain, and a messenger was dispatched 
for Dr. Walston, who sent morphine to 
quiet him. Yesterday morning Dr. Wals- 
ton and Dr. Ira N. Barnes went down there 
and amputated his arm at tbe shoulder. 
The bone was found to be entirely dead, 
and for several inches could be crumbled 
away with a slight pressure of the fingers 
as if it had been burned. He stood the 
shock well and is likely to be in better 
shape now than with the diseased arm. It 
is quite an unusual case and of a good deal 
of interest to the medical profession an well 
as to the public.
